Having prepared for our long promised exeur- 
siod to the Cascades of —— engaged a 
guide, aod hired sinall bh rsea well adajted to 
the paths from their extrain:: sure-footednepe, 
we Oxed our departure for the folowing’ morn- 
ing, at the early hour of four, so as to arrive ef 
Gavarnie by. eight, before the fierce heat of the 
sun commences. and to witness the brilliant ef- 
fects of hie rising. ** clothing — 
deemed essevtinl as the vapoura frequently eweep 
* with all the disugreeable effects of showers 
of ram. * 

After performing “ most of our .joutney 
the Gave, sometimes a rushing torrent, and as 
others smooth as a still lake ;” cultigation even 
-in patches censes, and again ascending we eame 
toa defile of most appalling appearance, exhibit- 
ing an immense mass of rock, which hes fallen 
from the overhuuging mountain. It is catied 
Chaos, or Peyreda, by the country people ; and 
indeed we uuizit say “ Chaves bas come again.” 
Most of the blucks are larger than the tottices 
houses. The greatest care is necessary in travere- 
ing this great ruin of nature; nothing eun be 
more horribly to behvid. Some of the bincks 
have been found to coutain 100,000 cubic feet 5 
the Inrgest, being ofe square form, aypoer like 
so many edifices turn from their foundations. 

We wound our way through these scones 
half an hour, like meré pilgrims bewiliered.

must virtually acknowledgo himeelf guilty of 
perjury before he could discluse any ef the mys- 
teries which he pretends to disclose. But that 
which induces us to doubt that the offenders at 
Batavia arc Freemasons, or, if Freemasons, that 
the real cause of the outrege bas been assigned, is 
a fact, which we state from authority. At the 
recent session of the U. 8. General Grand 
Chapter, in the city of New-York, a package of 
papers Was presented for the consideration of 
that body, purporting to be an exposition of the 
mysteries of Freemasonry. A part of these 
papers were manuascripts,. and a part printed 
sheets, probably the identical papers taken from 
Morgan’s wife, as stated in the document. on our 
last page. They were referred to a committee, 
who examined them and reported their contents 
to the Chapter.

IuraisonMENT For Dest.-The inhuman prac- 
tice of locking a man up ina jail who is unable 
to pay his debte, we believe, is much less common 
now than it was a (ew years ago. Rooms'to let, 
we understand has been inseribed on the walls of 
prizons in various partsof the country, within 
the last three or fuur years. This effect has been 
produced in part by the agenry of sucicties, form- 
ed for the purpose of abolishing imprigonment for 
debt ; but we apprebend that mare has been dove 
by the instrumentality of the Press. Jn some 
‘states laws have been passed relieving the debtor 
fron personal bondage at the willof the ercditor ; 
while in others, where the legiglature has not in- 
terfered, some other power has stepped forth and 
shielded the unfortunate against this useless and 
worse then useless oppression. We believe it is 
entirely attributable to the Press, and to tlhe phi- 
lanthropic views of some of thore who write for 
the public eye, that a change go honorable to the 
character of the age and so beneficial to individ- 
uals, has been wrought. {t seeins that, in this 
respect, our country has taken the lead, and it 
will be for England to fullow her example. -What 
follows is from the New Montlily Magazine, and 
exhibits a picture of what, to'a certain extent, 
has existed, but which, we hupe and trust, will 
mever again exist, in New-England. The sug- 
gestions contained in the article, respecting the

Because, comparatively, 
the wants of the criminal are provided for ; some care 
istaken to employ him} some attempts are made to 
reform him; while the wants and wishes of the debtor, 
mental, moral, and wey pegs are left very much to 
chance. The law and its administrators evidently 
always go on the cruel supposition, that the debtor is 
a wilful one, a sulvent, a refractory one, and no shield 
is held over him. He can, if he will, and therefore 
he must be tortured till he consents to open his purse- 
strings, and satisfy all demands, lawful.and legal. if 
he will not pay a small sum, they will make him pay 
alarger. He shall not only acquit the debt, but shall 
pay the expence and trouble of infercement. Every
